October 9, 1974 marks a 
victory for community action in 
Montreal. That day, Ste. Jeanne 
d'Arc Hospital rescinded its 
decision to demolish an old 
apartment building on the 
corner of St. Urbain and Prince 
Arthur Street in which the 
Women's Information and 
Referral Centre Is housed. 

Pressure from thirty different 
community groups throughout 
Montreal and an organized local 
community effort were the 
major reasons for the reversal, 
according to Mona Forrest of 
Women's Info. Letters support- 
ing the building were sent to the- 



bows to community groups 



Hospital's Board of Directors- 
and various politicians from 
community groups like Save 
Montreal, but there was little - 
reaction from municipal repres- 
entatives although Harry Blank, 
the * local provincial M LA, 
Inquired Into the dispute. 

Local citizens immediately 
organized Into the St. Urbain. 
Action Committee when they 
heard of the planned demoli- 
tion. They elected three 
representatives, Ziggy Finkel- 
stein, a lawyer from Service 
Jurlsdlsque St. Louis, Lise 
Moisan of the Women's 
Information Centre, and Bob 
Stanley of Renovations St. 



Louis, to .negotiate with 
hospital officials over the future 
of the building. 

According to Forrest, the 
hospital was made aware of the 
extent of community sentiment 
against demolition asa result of 
the work of this organization. 

The- conflict began on 
September .11 when the 
Women's Information and 
Referral Centre received an 
eviction notice from t he- 
hospital, the owners of the 
property. Thé hospital wanted 
the apartment block demolish- 
ed, but It did not have any plans 
forthe space that would remain. 



Considering the severe hous- 
ing shortage in Montreal, and 
the havoc imposed on the 
community by the Concordia 
development, Women's Info, 
decided to organize support 
against demolition. 

The platform used by the 
Action Committee was Bill 65, 
which requires hospitals to be 
"responsive" to community 
needs. Demolishing a sound 
building where nothing Is 
planned In Its place was 
considered unresponsive by the 
Action Committee. 

Now that the efforts of the St. 
Urbain community have been 



rewarded, other plans are being 
worked on. The hospital is 
forming a negotiating team to 
discuss use of the building with 
the Action Committee, Includ- 
ing the possible purchase by 
Renovations St. Louis. This 
non-profit organization, using 
grants from CMHC Is consider- 
ing renovating the building at a 
cost of $200,000. 

According to Forrest, the 
Women's Information Centre 
has several alternative plans for 
the building, Including conver- 
sion to low-income housing 
apartments, a senior citizens' 
co-operative, or a centre for 
women's services for Montreal. 
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The following article was 
■submitted to the Dally by an 
■ active, but disillusioned mem- 
ber of the McGIII University 
Non-Academic Staff Associa- 
tion [MUNASA]—a voluntary 
organisation of non-academic 
campus employees. She feels 
that MUNASA Is so manipula- 
tive- with Its members that 
fundamental and legitimate 
criticisms of It can not be raised 
within Its structures. 

In the first issue of the 
MUNASA . newsletter,' (May 
1973)— when MUNASA was still 
a fledgling organization— Mr. 
Stu Budden, MUNASA's first 
president, wrote a lead article in 
which he made the interesting 
comparison of Britain's grant- 
ing independence to India, and 
the establishment of MUNASA 
at McGIII. It was very kind of Mr. 
Budden to shed light on the 
similarity between the forming 
of MUNASA and the granting of' 
Independence to India. His 
comparison is, in my opinion, a 
correct assessment of the 
situation of MUNASA, particu- 
larly for the majority of its 
members at the clerical level. It 
would not have been quite so 
clear without his help. 

However, what Mr. Budden 
does not bring to our attention 
Is that Britain granted Indepen- 
dence to India, only after first 
ensuring that the people in the 
government were those Indians 



who would protect the corpo- 
rate Interests of Britain while at 
the same time enabling a few 
Indians to cream a little off the 
top for themselves. 

The condition of the average 
Indian citizen has not changed: 
he still lives in disease-ridden 
squalor, living and dying in 
poverty as before. Hardly a 
cause for rejoicing about 
independence. The average 
Indian knows that Ghandhi sold 
him out. 

So too at McGIII, says Mr. 
Budden, obviously referring to 
the union activity on campus at 
the time MUNASA was formed, 
and when the right for 
non-academics to come 
together In. a staff association 
was granted. MUNASA was 
formed, In the same way as 
India received independence, 
with considerable congratula- 
tory noises from above. ' 

We started with a flurry of 
activities ranging from social 
- animation to a preview look at 
the government's decision on 
wage Increases and cost of 
living allowances for public 
sector employees. Indeed, if 
one understands the MUNASA 
executive correctly, the admin- 
istration is falling over itself to 
be cooperative and friendly, and 
to give Its all to make us into 
one big happy" family here at 
McGill; not employees at all, 
but "participatory decision- 
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makers" in the running of "our" 
university. Indeed, one happy 
blurb in .the MUNASAN 
suggested that perhaps one day 
we would see a non-academic 
as Principal! 

But let's look at the reality. 
What has changed or will 
change for the clerical staff at 
McGill through the efforts of 
MUNASA? 

Mr.' Budden's. parallel with 
India Is more accurate than he 
perhaps realizes, for today, the - 
average clerical worker at 
McGIII is no better off; nothing 
has changed, nor will it. 

We do have a newsletter-the 
MUNASAN— which so far has 
given considerable space to 
extolling the virtues of the 
McGill administration and the 
advantages we, as employees, 
receive at McGill. 

We do have a grievance 
procedure, drawn up by various 
councils and the Executive 
Committee of MUNASA, which 
has been approved by the 
Industrial Relations Centre of 
the Faculty of Management. (A 
Faculty which trains managers 
who bargain for the corporation 
rather than the employee). It 
seems strange that MUNASA 
cannot approve its own 
grievance procedures, and that 
If they were sent anywhere for 
approval or comment it would 
not be to one of the local 
unions. At least unions are 
supposed to represent employ- 
ees. 

MUNASA is, as is India's 
economic system, a profitable 
organization for some. Certal 
ly it is good for some senio 
ion-academics to know what's 
a wind and how to obtain 
the best part of It for 
themselves. .For someone who 
is at the management level, 
social contact.with other senior 
non-academics at McGill is 
definitely useful. It is also 
beneficial to know about 
coming salary increases, as the 
senior non-academic Is often in a 
better bargaining position with 
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the McGIII administration. 

It is significant that the senior 
non-academics on campus are 
much more active in MUNASA 
than those In the lower 
classifications. The "C" Council 
—representing clerks and 
secretaries in MUNASA— 
which should be the most active 
council in MUNASA, is seldom 
heard from and is In disarray. 
The general apathy toward 
MUNASA among clerical em- 
ployees speaks for itself. Most 
of them shrug off MUNASA with 
the comment "it doesn't do 
anything for me"— and they are 
right. Some have even quit. 

Obviously a staff association 
which has -denied itself 
bargaining rights is an associa- 
tion without power. MUNASA 
continues to creep along with a 
few more members and as little 
power as ever— a sterile copy of 
a company union. 

Indeed, MUNASA has so little 
to' offer that it. has to run 
contests to increase member- 
ship. Presumably, the money to 
finance these trips for two to 
Florida comes from the 
donations of the present 
members. With today's rate of 
inflation and today's salaries, it 
would bedifficult formany of us 
to afford the trip. 

MUNASA was formed when 
there was union activity on 
campus, and several issues of 
the MUNASAN have attacked 
unions, their leaders, and 
members of various unions In 
Canada. At the general meeting 
Mr. Budden said some library 
assistants have been won over 
from CURE to MUNASA, leaving 
no doubt about his anti-union 
feelings. In a later article in the 
April-May 1974 Issue of the 
MUNASAN he states that "It 
seems labour has become a 
market in the same way as any 
other commercial commodity 
market." It would seem to me 
more appropriate for him to 
recognize that labour is a 
commodity, which operates on 
the market like any other 



commodity,' and the better it Is 
marketed the better it sells. 
Manufacturers of commodities 
sell their product on the market 
at the highest price the market 
can afford; so too should the 
employee. Employees have 
power only when then are joined 
by other- employees In a 
common fight for higher wages 
and better working conditions. 
No one employee working alone 
can achieve either of these 
things. Neither, may I add, can 
an association which has 
denied itself bargaining rights. 

It does not matter how often 
MUNASA requests the person- 
nel department to advertise jobs 
within the university before they 
are advertised outside; we still 
have to rely on the "goodwill" of 
the personnel department to do 
this. Sometimes they do it, and 
then other times they don't. 
MUNASA has no power to insist 
on this policy. s 

It does not matter how often 
MUNASA sits down with the 
Principal or Vice-Principal of 
Administration to discuss 
salary increases; MUNASA has 
no power to put forward an 
increase agreed upon by its 
members. 

it does not matter how often 
MUNASA discusses maternity 
leave, day care, or uncomfort- 
able working conditions; 
MUNASA has no power to see 
that these discussions bear 
fruit. 

MUNASA can only give us 
peripheral peeks into the 
workings of the McGIII 
administration; a genteel look 
at personnel policy, a preview of 
the cost of living increases, a 
baseball team, a bowling 
league, a Christmas party, and 
a visit to Jarry Park. Oh*, and a 
few sparsely attended meet- 
ings, which by the very nature of 
the organization are sterile 
meanderings through non- 
Issues which most clerical

The second place Ottawa Gee 
Gees paid a friendly visit to 
Molson stadium last Saturday 
to meet the Redmen's .'spot 
challenge, and as the final score 
might Indicate, McGiil lost. 

The Gee Gees not only scored 
in the first and last minutes of 
play, but also managed to tally 
several 'times, in between as 
well. 

First quarter 

The game began suddenly, 
and before you could yell "oh 
no!", Ottawa's Dave Kerr 
punctured McGill's right defen- 
sive line on the first play of 
scrimmage for a 67 yard off 
tackle touchdown ramble (dratl) 
(and double dratl) . 

However, before anyone 
could leave the stadium, the 
Redmen forced a Gee Gee 
fumbleand Dis Auders followed 
with a 25. yard picture TD strike 
to Ross Brooks running a post 
pattern. Dan Castellanl conver- 
ted, and McGiil led 7-6. 

The hometown rapture, 
though, was shortlived, as in 
half tho time It. would take to 
boll a three minute egg, the 
aforementioned villainous Dave 
Kerr streaked downfield un- 
touched for his second major. 
> After that, McGill's fortune 
turned sour. First, Ottawa's 
klckoff was returned for a five 
yard loss. McGillV offense 
bogged down, and the inevlt- 
' 




able punt ensued. The kick was 
returned for a touchdown by 
Ottawa's Dave White, who 
■reversed his field and charged 
48-yards (sacré bleu!) Following 
the Gee Gee bootoff, Dis 
Auders, who otherwise had a 
spectacular afternoon (22 com- 
pletions in 32 attempts for 273 
yards and for TDs), tossed an 
interception. Ottawa capitaliz- 



ed, and the Redmen were down ' 
26-7. 

Second quarter .'< 
McGiil slowly marched down- 
field and culminated their 
cunning drive with a 28 yard 
pass to John Morgan. The 
experienced, poised and relent- 
less Gee Gees replied with two 
more scores. Down 41-14, but 
not yet out, the McGiil Redmen 



rallied for two quick markers in 
the dying minutes of the first 
half on touchdown balloons to 
Morgan (his second), and Frank- 
Dunn. 

The crowd was on its feet. 
The tide had definitely shifted in 
the Redmen's favour. With the 
impetus of those two TDs 
behind them, they were to 
receive the opening kickoff. If 



they could move the ball, and 
perhaps even score, they could 
once again make a game of It 
and would have an- excellent 
chance of pulling off an upset.

workers have no interest in 
whatsoever.

MUNASA 
has no power to help us gain 
better working conditions, let 
alone more money.
